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REPORT OF SIDEWALKS FOR 1929 


The construction of permanent sidewalks last sum- 
mer was under quite a different plan and was nearly 
twice as liberally financed as in former years. 


Within what may fairly be called the village there 
were three miles of streets without any sidewalks, and 
two miles of streets with a dirt sidewalk varying from 
a single foot path to a fair walk. 


The purpose of the resolution adopted by the Fire 
District was particularly to give those streets having 
no sidewalk a start toward having a first class cement 
sidewalk without further delay. Some advocated and 
many may have felt, that the expenditure should be 
only for renewal or resurfacing of the older sidewalks 
or building a second walk on the central streets. If that 
sentiment were to prevail streets on the outskirts of the 
village might as well give up all desire or hope for im- 
provement, 


As a result 4240 feet of four feet cement sidewalk 
and 247 feet of five feet cement sidewalk have been 
laid under the direction of the Sidewalk Board. Of 
the total about 52 per cent was really resurfacing or 
rebuilding the tar concrete that had become obsolete. 


The sections on Broadway, Hawthorne and Lang- 
don streets were built on the street line; that on Pleas- 
ant street on what had become street line by prescrip- 
tion; that on Cooper street (a street altogether too 
narrow) one foot into the street on account of trees 
and a barn having been built into the street. The 
section on Bridge street was probably constructed in- 
side of the street limits. The records indicate that, 
in that locality, the town is entitled to four rods for 
street purposes. On Warren street the sidewalk ad- 
joining the land of Mr. Frank C. Calley was built on the 
street line. The recorded layout of the other parts of 
Warren street were so faulty that it was impossible to 
determine its legal boundaries. A survey was made 
for a sidewalk on Gould Street; but, owing to the com- 
ing on of freezing weather, it was not constructed.

Some modification of this road layout before a per- 
manent sidewalk is built clear to Main street would im- 
prove the result. 


The purpose of this report is, that an available 
record may be generally konwn of what lines have been 
determined and marked by the sidewalk construction. 
Whether or not this new scheme has produced more 
permanent sidewalks and is setting better standards 
of alignment and construction is respectfully submit- 
ted to the voters by the surveyor.

REPORT OF WATER COMMISSIONERS 


New construction the past year has been completed 
from Warren street to Welch’s Garage; also Cooper 
street has been relaid with larger pipe. Although 
many towns and cities have been obliged to curtail on 
water since last Spring, owing to lack of rain, this 
District has had its usual quota of water for all pur- 
poses and the reservoir has been kept filled so that no 
failure of a reserve supply would be had in case of a 
severe fire. In order to insure this reserve and not 
curtail any water user it has been necessary to keep the 
pump running practically all the time since last Spring 
and this explains the extra amount expended, at the 
Pumping Station, for labor, supplies and electric power. 

The District has on hand material and supplies, to 
the amount of $444.72, these to be used to put in con- 
dition the old pump so that we shall then have an aux- 
iliary in case of emergency. 

The Russell street cement main gave out the last 
of January, the break being at head of Webster street, 
and some users were without service for about 48

The financial reports together with the reports of 
the Superintendent of Schools, the Headmaster of the 
High School and the Medical Examiner give in detail 
the management of our schools. The fire at the Model 
' School caused considerable damage for which the dis- 
trict was reimbursed by the Insurance Companies and 
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the building is now in very good condition. This and 
unexpected boiler repairs at the high school account for 
the extra high amount for repairs. We estimate that 
the school requirements for the ensuing year will be 
about as follows:

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MEDICAL EXAMINER’S REPORT 


Plymouth, N. H., February 14, 1930. 
To the School Board of the Town of Plymouth: 


It has become a duty and, I might say, almost a 
habit for me to look over my work during the past 
years as medical examiner for the schools of Plymouth 
and report accordingly. 

I have this year examined 636 scholars and I no- 
tice by referring to the report of 1921-22 of a gain of 
186 scholars since that year. No sign of race suicide 
as far as Plymouth is concerned. 

That year I found and reported 337 defects in 500 
scholars. This year 267 defects in 636 scholars. Note 
the improvement. I do not want it to be understood 
that we had 337 defective children because a large num- — 
ber had several defects. That year, there were found 
92 unvaccinated, where this year there were only nine- 
teen, twelve of that number were excused by the Board 
of Health. That year we found 20 cases of lice. This 
year not one case was found. This year we found 70 
cases of defective teeth. 69 were reported to the pa- 
rents but not enough attention has been paid to this 
particular defect. Some of the children saying that 
their parents were not able to pay for having it done. 
36 cases of defective vision were reported and I do not 
know how many have been corrected. 

I was disappointed this year in not being able to 
get Dr. Dexter, of Concord, to come up as usual but 
there are other good opticians which should be con- 
sulted. 

The sanitary conditions of all the schools are very 
good and the teachers certainly look after the physical 
conditions of the children as well as the mental. 

Again, thanking the School Board, Superintendent 
and Teachers for the interest and assistance in my 
work and also for the District Nurse, for her very val- 
uable aid, and Miss Spaulding for her efficient pains- 
taking cleri¢al effort.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 





Members of the School Board of Plymouth: 


I submit my ninth annual report as superintendent 
of the Plymouth Public Schools. In doing so I am not 
unmindful of your kindly consideration and of the in- 
terest and cooperation of the patrons of the schools. 
To the members of the teaching staff, grateful appre- 
ciation is also due for their loyalty and efficiency. 


Our average membership for all the schools for 
the year ending June 30, 1929, was exactly that of the 
previous year, 594. The total registration reached 675 
of whom 559 were Plymouth children. We promoted 
520 and kept back 26. Our per cent of attendance was 
over 94. The superintendent made 686 visits. 


For the present school year we have reached a 
total of 684 of whom 544 are Plymouth children. Feb- 
ruary 15, 1930, the actual membership was 646 equally 
divided between boys and girls. 


Medical inspection was completed during the month 
of October 1929. You will find the facts modestly sum- 
marized in Dr. Chase’s report. The Doctor and Mrs. 
Chase have worked together to secure effective results. 
Such local agencies as the Red Cross and the Chamber 
of Commerce have cooperated in securing remedial 
treatment for many of the children. 


The American Legion and Auxiliary, the Rotary 
Club, and the Chamber of Commerce combined to spon- 
sor again the Summer Playground. President Silver 
furnished playground apparatus. Miss Dorothy Tobey 
was employed as leader. Although not financed by the 
District this activity deserves mention as a worth- 
while agency of physical education. It is to be hoped 
that it may be continued. It may justifiably be con- 
gested a part of the educational ig 22) 18 of the Dis- 

rict 


To the Chamber of Commerce is due grateful ap- 
preciation for providing the winter skating rink.  Fit- 
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tingly this is located on the school playground where it 
has served as an invaluable auxiliary of the program of 
physical education. Its use during the school hours 
has not been less important than its service when the | 
schools are not in session. 


The Rural Schools 


Total registration February 15, 1930, was 136 ex- 
actly the same as a year ago. The actual membership 
was 132; 63 boys, and 69 girls. There were ten grad- 
uated from the eighth grade last June. Nine are now 
in Plymouth High School. This year the eighth grade 
enrolment is in excess of twenty-five. 


Only one teacher is new to the rural schools this 
year. Miss Verna Greenly did not return to the Turn- 
pike district. In her place we have employed Blanche 
Smith of Conway, a graduate of Plymouth Normal 
School last June. Miss Smith specialized in rural 
school work during her practice teaching. 


The work in all these schools is being carried on 
satisfactorily. The children are making good progress. 


The Model Schools 


The total enrolment February 15, 1930 was 310. 
The actual membership was 289; 153 boys, and 136 
girls. The decrease of 21 from the total is due to re- 
movals, to fluctuations in the kindergarten registra- 
tion, and to illness. Kindergarten membership has 
reached 29 necessitating a division into morning and 
afternoon shifts. 


Twenty-three of the twenty-five graduates of the 
Junior High last June are now in Plymouth High 
School. This year the eighth grade class numbers 
thirty-three. 


An innovation last year was the. May Health Fes- 
tival under the charge of Miss Evelyn Werme, super- 
visor of Physical Education for the Model Schools. Our 
plans are to make this a more general activity next 
May engaging the other schools of the district if po 
sible. | 
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Through the Domestic Arts Department of the 
Normal School warm lunches are being served the 
Model School pupils who stay at school during the noon 
hour. 


The playground apparatus used during the sum- | 
mer has been enjoyed by the school children during the 
fall and will be assembled again in the Spring. 


Teacher training has been continued according to 
the contract voted with the State. The number of 
student teachers per grade has been somewhat smaller 
this year. The school work has been going on with ap- 
parent efficiency. 


President Silver was able to give us again the use 
of the room in Livermore Hall for the second grade. 
Congestion has been particularly marked in the sixth 
grade where more than forty children have to be crowd- 
ed in small space. The utilization of a basement room 
in the high school building for occasional recitation 
classes of the Junior High School has materially helped. 
The housing problem remains for solution in the near 
future. It must be faced. 


There have been four changes in the teaching 
staff, Edith Giles of New Durham, N. H., takes the 
place of Margaret Buckley in the Junior High. Miss 
Giles gained her Bachelor of Education from Plymouth 
Normal last June. Stephanie Urbanek of Lowell, Mass. 
Bachelor of Science at Lowell Normal School succeeded 
Helen Johnson in Grade 6. Illness compelled her resig- 
nation and she was succeeded January 1930. by Mrs. 
Donald Matoon of Colebrook who as Miss Gertrude 
Beckler had already served a year as critic teacher in 
the Model School. Mrs. Matoon is a graduate of our 
own Normal School and will complete her course for a 
degree in the next summer session of the University of 
New Hampshire. Mary Briggs refused reelection to 
Grade 5. Her place was taken by Helen Kelleher of — 
Hingham, Mass. She is a graduate of Hyannis Nor- 
mal School and Boston University and has had several 
years of teaching experience. 
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The High School 


Enrolment in Plymouth High School has reached 
the unprecedented total of 289. February 15, 1930 
the actual membership was 225; 107 boys, and 118 
girls. Of these 108 are non-resident pupils. The year 
has been marked by the return of several pupils whose 
school life was thus significantly renewed. 


Plymouth High School continues to be character- 
ized by earnestness of purpose and high morale. You 
are referred to the accompanying report of the head- 
master for details. The superirtendent has kept in 
close contact with the school ana testifies to the fine 
cooperative service of the staff of teachers and to the 
wholesome life of the entire school. : 

Four impOrsent administrative changes have been 

made. 
1. During the summer the curricula were revised 
in the interest of greater adaptability to individual dif- 
ferences. There also were added two new studies, 
Junior Business Training and Physiography. 


2. The marking system has been changed to that 
in use in the other schools of Plymouth. 

3. According to what seems to be the best prac- 
tice in modern High Schools, the formal semester exam- 
inations have been abolished and the time released for 
classroom activity. 

4. The office work is being done by the students 
of the Commercial Department as an integral part of 
their work in office practice under the competent over- 
sight of the Commercial teacher. 

The superintendent respectfully calls your atten- 
tion to two problems. 

1. A course in mechanics arts is desirable. This 
would be of priceless value to many of the boys of the 
school. We should be looking forward to its ultimate 
establishment. 3 

2. Some relief for the commercial teacher must 
be provided. The commerce curriculum is so popular 
that one teacher can no longer do all the work. 
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Significantly the per capita cost of instruction in 
Plymouth High was well below the average of the state 
asawhole. A larger number of New Hampshire high 
schools cost more per pupil. It would seem that our 
school is being managed economically. 


The one change is to be reported in the personnel 
of the teaching staff. Mr. Charles E. Moors was sub- 
master and athletic director in our high school from 
1904-1907. After long service as sub-master in Con- 
cord High School he served for four years as headmas- 
ter of the high school in Whitefield. He returned to 
Plymouth last September as our headmaster and teach- 
er of algebra and geometry. His many friends in town 
have no reason for disappointment in the fine work he 
has done in Plymouth High School since succeeding to 
the headmastership. 


Recommendations 


1. That the housing situation be given careful 
immediate consideration. 


2. That one rural school be made sanitary by the 
installation of chemical toilets as a start toward the 
final improvement of all the rural schools in town in 
the next few years. 


3. That the commercial teacher be relieved of 
her overload of teaching. 


4, That steps be taken looking toward the adop- 
tion of mechanics arts instruction in Plymouth High 
School. | 


5. That the appropriations be sufficient to retain 
good teachers in our system.

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HEADMASTER’S REPORT 


-To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I submit, herewith, my first annual report as 
Headmaster of the Plymouth High School. 


Enrollment 


The total enrollment for 1929-1930 to date is 239, 
of these 126 are girls, 113 boys. Approximately 46 
per cent of this number are tuition pupils. Since the 
opening of the Fall session, 15 pupils have left school. 
either because of family conditions or removal from 
town. Only six of this number were registered from 
Plymouth. 


Home Study 


The education of our boys and girls today is a seri- 
ous business proposition. It should be so considered by 
the young people themselves, and by their parents, as 
it is by the teachers. Most of the failures in High 
School are due to irregular attendance at school and 
to lack of study at home. Efficiency in carrying on 
the school routine and producing best results can only 
be obtained by co-operation between school and home. 
Hence, the headmaster asks the assistance of the pa- 
rents for securing prompt and regular attendance at 
school and systematic work at home. He invites them 
to confer at any time with him and other teachers. 


School Activities 


The old words ‘‘a sound mind in a sound body” are 
not to be disregarded in this age more than in any 
other. Forms of athletics under skilled supervision are 
important in the training of boys and girls. The 
school has endeavored to encourage them in such a way 
that as large a number as possible could participate 
and derive benefits. The Plymouth Chamber of Com- 
merce has done a splendid thing in making it possible 
for the boys and girls to enjoy fine skating many times 
this winter, 
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Other activities outside the classroom have in- 
cluded those of the Home Economics Club, Girls’ Club, 
Glee Clubs for both girls and boys, Forum, Orchestra, 
Girls’ Mandolin Club, Class Parties and Assemblies. 
The Glee Clubs gave a very successful operetta during 
the first term. The Girls’ Club has aided in making 
the school more homelike and in playing the part of 
hostess to visitors. Rehearsals are now being held for 
a Senior Play, under special supervision of the Senior 
Advisor. 7 ; 


Conclusion 


The Headmaster on coming to your beautiful town 
this year found a well equipped building, a progressive 
and helpful superintendent, an excellent staff of teach- 
ers, an interested school board, for the most part co- 
operative parents, and best of all, a fine lot of boys and 
girls. Under these conditions, his work has been a 
pleasure and a joy. Words cannot express his appre- 
ciation to these different people who have aided him in 
maitaining the standards of Plymouth High School.
